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BRITISH AMERICAN ASSOCIATION IN 
LONDON. —WRONGS OF VANCOUVER'S 
ISLAND. 

Mr. Joseph Wilson, Gresham House, 
London, has addressed a letter to the Gov- 
ernor-General of Canada, which has been 
published in several of the London papers, 
He advocates the formation of a British 
American Association, to meet weekly, and 
when occasion requires to represent and 
urge on the Imperial Government the ne- 
cessity of doing justice to three and a half 
millions of people in British America. 
Evidently he is well posted in our affairs 
from the annexed extract, as its truth is 
matter of history: — 

" Take the case of Vancouyer's Island" 
Ten years ago the Imperial Government 
handed over this island to the Hudson's 
Bay Company fur colonisation ; people from 
England went out there, taking with them 
capital and all the necessaries for founding 
a colony; but, on their arrival, found that 
the Hudson's Bay Company had taken to 
themselves all the minerals, the richest 
agricultural districts and town sites. Every 
obstruction was thrown in the way of the 
new settlers. The Hudson's Bay Company 
enjoyed the raonoply of trade, which they 
exercised with an iron hand, and thoy per- 
secuted those who did not comply. The 
settlers .sent home petitions to the Impe-i 
rial Government complaining of the injus- 
tice they suffered, but their petitions 
remained unheeded. They, therefore, col- 
lected a sum of money to send home a 
delegate ; the Rev. Mr. Staines undertook 
the mission : the ship in which he sailed 
was wrecked in the mouth of the straits of 
St. Juan tie Fuca ; and every soul perished. 
From that day all was dark despair ; the 
numbers of settlers rapidly dwindled until 
arrested by the hand of Providence bringing 
to light the great riches of that country, 
and with it an exposure of the misdeals of 
the Hudson's Bay Company. Vet immedi- 
ately after this important discovery, and 
before it was known In England, a com- 
mittee of the House of Commons sat to con- 
sider the resources and government of the 
country in question, with tho Colonial Sec- 
retary, Mr. babouohere, as chairman ; and, 
although Mr. Labouchoro had received 
despatches from tho governor of Vancouver 
Island, announcing tho most important 
gold discoveries, and asking for advice how 
to act in the emergency, Mr. Labouchoro 
neither communicated the despatches nor 
the information they conveyed to tho com- 
mittoo ; but, when a witness gave evidence 



of the discovery, ho Bat quietly by, and al- 
lowed tho champion of the Hudson's Bay 
monopoly to attempt to throw discredit on 
the witnoss's testimony. The witness was 
one of those unfortunate settlers on Van- 
couver's Island whoso petition had been so 
cruelly unheeded, and which led to the 
death of the Rev. Mr. Staines." 

REPEAL OF THE UNION. 

Wo notice, with satisfaction, that tho cry 
for disunion raised by the able leader of 
the "Clear Grit" party of Upper Canada, 
is rapidly acquiring strength and loudness. 
When repeal of the Union was advocated 
by Mackenzie a few years ago, Mr. Brown 
replied through the Globe newspaper, that 
his sole objoction to the proposal arose from 
his dislike to abandon tho Protestants of 
Lovror Canada to a Roman Catholic major- 
ity. We are glad to see that Mr. Brown 
now sees the question of disunion in a 
clearer and truer light. Not only is the 
existing Union prejudicial to all Lower Can- 
adian interests, but more especially to the 
interests of Lower Canadian Protestants. 
For them the existing Union is an Egyptian 
bondage j its dissolution would bo a politi- 
cal millcnium. Upper Canada uniformly 
recognizes Lower Canada in its majority 
alone; its minority it as uniformly ignores. 
Under this system, tho Protestants of 
Lower Canada are a mere zero in the arith- 
metic of polities'. Far different would be 
their position wore Lower Canada a sepa- 
rate and integral province,. In that ease 
they could not bo as now ignored Rouge I 
ami Bleu, Irish and Canadian, these- ex- 
isting distinctions among the majority of 
Lower Canada, at least sufficiently porcop- 
tiblo; and if even the pretence of unity] 
exist iiiniing the Catholics of Lower Can- 
ada, it is ilue to the pressure upon them by 
the masses of Upper Canada. Fear of the 
western section of the province is the only 
bond of unity among them. Let it be re- 
moved, nnd they would fall into equally 
noised, nicely-balanced factions. The cast- 
ing vote would bo to the British ; they 
would be the masters of "the situation.'' 
Why, the difference between union with 
Dpper Canada, and its absence, is a matter 
of history which falls within experience of 
a life tinie, and not a long life time either. 
Every middle-aged man of the country re- 
members the past glory, contrasts it with 
the present degradation of the British par- 
ty, and regards the Act of Union as the 
fountain from which their degradation has 
been derived. Nor is this all. The Brit- 
ish of Lower Canada are. not only ignore I 
politically, hut their material interests suf- 
fer in a far greater degree from the Union 
with Upper Canada than those of any other 
section of the people. Of all the classes of 
life, those who are by their situation the 
most sensitive, the most easily affected by 
good or evil, by legislation, are capitalists 
and men of 'commercial enterprise. Now, 
the commercial wealth and enterprise are 
in the hands of British inhabitants, none, 
therefore, have an interest equal to theirs in 
relieving themselves from the incubus of 
union with Upper Canada. — Qitcbuc Mer- 
cury.

After nil the numerous councils, the na- 
val demonstrations, and tho mcssago an- 
nouncing that u British force would be 
landed at Sun .Juan, itappoars that nothing 
will lie dime towards a military occupation 
of the island. Tho altered pulley of tho gov- 
ernment is said to have been adopted sinco 
the arrival of the Admiral: Had such been 
the tone or attitude assumed by the govern- 
ment in the commencement of tho imbrog- 
lio, Wo should not have causo to blush for 
its consummate inconsistency noyr: because 
■we cannot avoid perceiving that the country 
has been rendered perfectly ridiculous. 
Whatever is the cause — whether a govern- 
ment with instinctive vacillating princi- 
ples, or the potent influence at the Council 
Board of men without British American 
feelings, and regardless of their interests — 
it becomes the duty of evory roan, who 
claims these colonies as his home, and the 
British flag as li is birth-right, to represent 
tu the Imperial government tho necessity 
of socuring the possession of San Juan at 
any or all hazards. We owe it as a duty 
to ourselves, and the three millions of Bri- 
tish Americans whose eyes ore to-day 
turned towards these colonies as the future 
terminus of one of the greatest works of the 
age, which will bind Vancouver's Island 
and Nova Scotia together with an iron 
band, rendering it the highway of the 
world. It becomes us to enlist on our side 
tho governments of our sister provinces, to 
urge on England, the immense value of tho 
island to British America. To rest idly by 
whilst tho Americans plant a colony in the 
island, to create additional sympathy with 
a people whoso cardinal doctrine is to 
extend its boundaries by Walker demon- 
strations and undignified nets — is to be 
guilty of treason to our Sovereign, our 
country, and posterity. Webster told us 
after the disgraceful Ashburton treaty was 
concluded, by -which a largo portion of New 
Brunswick was ceded away, that the United 
States always doubt .'d their right tu it. The 
homo policy now attempts to wrench the 
key to the Gulf of Georgia from our hands : 
and should ever a British Ministry be 
guilty of tho national crime of relinquishing 
the island, then wo will hear the same re- 
mark repeated. Shall we permit it?

— An Indian was 
charged by Dr. Hoggin with inserting his 
hand through nn open window and unlock- 
ing the door lending into his room, and 
stealing therefrom a vest and necktie. lie 
was observed by a police constable, as he 
was leaving the scene of his depredation, 
with the articles in his possession, and 
taken into custody. Mr, Pomborton con- 
sidered Dr. Hoggin had left his property 
exposed in a very careless manner, but sen- 
tenced the Indian to ten days' hard labor, 
and the ignominy of having his hair crop- 
l>ed. 

Editor British Colonist: — I think it is 
high time some steps were taken to express 
the feeling of the public in reference to the 
course the Governor has taken — or rather 
pledged himself to take — in the San Juan 
business. 

I believe I am speaking within bounds 
when 1 say, that ninety-nine hundredths of 
the British subjects resident in Victoria 
were delighted when they heard the Gov- 
ernor had decided to land troops on the 
Island.
